=) cially true in indus- 
try. Any device which will con- 
serve power and increase output 
is immediately tried thoroughly, 
sometimes at the cost of many 
dollars. The slogan is always: 
the greatest results with the least 
expenditure of power. Now 
man is power; his health con- 
trols his output. Therefore, any 
device that will increase his effi- 
ciency is an economic invest- 
ment. | 

The object of this paper is to 
show you as an employer of 
man-power the direct relation of 
neglected teeth to decreased efhi- 
ciency. 

Let us take the case of any 
employe in your plant — John 
Smith, we will say, reports for 
work with a toothache. He 
works all day. His tooth gets 
worse. By afternoon he has per- 
ceptible swelling, and either asks 
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off to go to the dentist, or “sticks 
it out,” which means _ half. 
hearted work for the remainder 
of the day. 

If he does not go to the den- 
tist, this condition may continue 
for several days, depending on 
John’s vitality, but at the end 
of this time Nature fights of 
the infection, the pain and swell- 
ing disappear, and. John, though 
somewhat weak and indifferent, 
gradually becomes as good 4 
workman as he ever was. This 
condition reappears two or three 
times a year and John suffers 
the same experience. 

Now this is what has actually 
happened to John: 

A small cavity in a tooth, 
which might have been filled at 


the beginning, has increased in. 


size until the nerve or pulp has 
been exposed and infected with 
active pus-producing germs—an 
abseess is formed at the end or 
apex of the tooth.

question has been answered by 
over one hundred leaders in in- 
dustry who have established den- 
tal clinics in their plants. What 
are the advantages of such a 
clinic? Briefly they are: 


1. Eliminating loss of time in 
going to local dentists. 

2. Loss of power in lessening 
possibility of decreased efh- 
ciency. 

3. Prevention of future disabil- 
ity by treating the first source 
of disease (employe knowing 
of industrial dentist will visit 
him immediately). 

Another advantage arises 
from the- good will which 
will accompany such a move, 
which always promotes efh- 
ciency. 


The amount of time spent in 
going to a dentist outside the 
factory is estimated at three 
hours. This work may be done 
by the industrial dentist in half 
an hour. The waste—two and 


one-half hours—represents a loss 


in money, not only to the em- 
ploye, but to the employer. 
These three firms are taken at 
random from a list of over one 
hundred industrial institutions 
which are equipped with dental 
infirmaries. ‘The first of thege 
was started in 1911 in Akron, 
Ohio, in the factory of the 
Barker Match Company. Since 


that time others have been estab-§ 


lished, and it is a significant fact 
that nowhere has a clinic once 
established ever been  discon- 


tinued. This shows that the in-¥ 


dustrial dental clinic is not a 
fad, but a practical investment. 

The cost of a dental depart- 
ment would be small compared 
with the results. Most of the 
companies pay for the installa* 
tion of dental equipment and 
charge employes a nominal fee, 
which pays the salary of the den- 
tist and the upkeep of the infirm- 
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ary. Ihe expense of needy cases 
is borne by the company. 

That industrial dentistry is 
fast becoming a national institu- 
tion may be seen from the fact 
that already there exists an asso- 
ciation of industrial dentists 
whose membership increases al- 
most daily. 

Dr. E. L. Pettibone, secretary 
of this Association of Industrial 
Dental Surgeons, says: 


Twenty-five per cent of the men 
in the factories today can have their 
eficiency increased by having their 
mouths put in good condition. How 
doI know? Because we examined 
the mouths of hundreds of the 21- 
23-year-old men of the draft, and 
what did we find? ‘Twenty per 
cent of their mouths in a terrible 
condition—foul, neglected, nothing 








ever done to keep them healthy. 
Ten per cent more needed fillings to 


keep them comfortable. So my 25 
per cent is very conservative, be- 
cause you have all the men working 
for you that Uncle Sam turned 
down because they did not have at 
least 12 teeth—three in the front 
above that struck three below and 
three at the back above that struck 
three below. In addition to these, 
you have all the older men and, as 
a rule, their teeth would not be as 
good as those of the younger men. 
There are four different kinds 
of industrial dental dispensaries: 
First, those wherein only examina- 
tions and prophylaxis are done; sec- 
ond, wherein examination, prophy- 
laxis and fillings are done and a 
small charge made to the employes; 
third, wherein all types of dentistry 
are done for employes entirely at 
the company’s expense; fourth, 


those wherein work is done only 
for the employes’ children—this is

little daughter who, having met 
one of her father’s patients in 
the reception room was asked as 
to the whereabouts of the doctor 
—to which she replied, “Daddy 
is out giving an anesthetic.” The 
bewildered adult, taken back at 
the use of such a large word by 
so small a tot, queried, “And 
what does that mean?” Quickly 
the answer was, “Oh, twenty- 
five dollars.” | 

The term oral hygiene is used 
quite broadly as it sails the 
seven seas of dentistry. It en- 
compasses the study which en- 
ables us to learn how better to 
preserve our health and guard 
against disease by faithfully us- 
ing all the ways and means at 
cur command which will keep 
the mouth and teeth in health- 
ful condition. 

Due to the practical state of 
mind of the average dentist 
prompted mostly by the very 
nature of his daily work, it is 


not easy to engage his attention 
unless he is presented with ideas 
that can be carried out in every- 
day fashion for every-day pa- 
tients. While this attitude is not 
an ideal one, it is such, neverthe- 
less, and he who theorizes with 
dentists is lost. Consequently all 
remarks will be made with the 
foregoing thought constantly in 
mind, remembering also the 
value of a little originality. 

We will reduce our discussion 
to three definite phases. First 
the public health or educational 
side of the question, collectively 
considered, which conveys to 
many minds a hazy, idealistic 
proposition but carries with it 
to others fantastic hallucinations 
of an imaginary stomatological 


_ paradise. 


Secondly, the patient as an in- 
dividual self-practising propa- 
gandist whose consideration 
brings us to the third or most 
personal phase. 

In the latter are involved all 
those procedures which can be 
carried out by the dentist him- 
self, whether in general or spe- 
cial practise. 
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Every movement has its his- 
torical back-ground. Project 
upon the screen the critical step 
taken by the Americans, Gillete 
and Hayden, in founding the 
Baltimore College of Dentistry 
in 1839, and you realize that we 
have only reached our eighty- 
sixth birthday. 

Coming up to recent times we 
arrive at the inception of a def- 
inite oral hygiene movement in 
our own country during the lat- 
ter part of the last century with 
the important events contribut- 
ing to its growth to date, a brief 
sketch of which may be found 
in the February 1925 ORAL 
HycIENeE.* 

It is needless to repeat names 
at this time, not only because of 
possible injustice to some men 
through oversight but because 
the list of self-sacrificing volun- 
teers would be too long. 

In the Cosmos of this month,t 
Dr. Anthony cites some of the 
late noteworthy papers on oral 
hygiene and, incidentally, each 
year his review, similar to one 
by Dr. Bunting of Michigan, 
is a good reminder for its refer- 
ences to dental literature. We 
sincerely hope that the newest 
publication of the Allied Dental 
Council called The Gateway to 
Health, intended for the laity, 
will have a useful and successful 
career. It will be analagous to 
Hygeia, the lay journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

The big thing to-day in the 
oral hygiene movement is the 
teaching of the youth of our

country the value of sound teeth, 
for they will be the future citi- 
zens and parents. Those of us 
who will not participate in one 
way or another are shirking a 
civic and professional duty. Ser- 
iously speaking, has it ever oc- 
curred to you that if we do not 
do this voluntarily the time may 
come when the public will take 
the matter into their own hands? 
Prevention is the one and only 
hope for humanity for it is a 
sure thing that the great masses 
of the people under constant eco- 
nomic pressure cannot afford the 
refinements of curative and re- 
storative dentistry. It is only the 
minority who are fortunate and 
some of these are too often re- 
luctant decently to recompense 
the professional man. Even so, 
a profession is not a business and 
the doctor must swallow the 
bitter with the sweet. 

Say what you like, you can- 
not evade the truth that the real 
reason for the neglect of our 
public-spirited opportunities is 
just pure selfishness. By the way, 
here is a good chance for the 
practical dentist to be very prac- 
tical in the application of his re- 
ligious thoughts concerning do- 
ing good for others. 

Give a talk if only to an au- 
dience of a dozen illiterate 
mothers; write a story even if 
reduced to kindergarten terms, 
draw a chart or paint a picture 
for a dental health exhibit ; offer 
a prize for the best set of teeth 
in your old school, attend a 
clinic for the dental needs of the 
poor. Even though you receive 
no remuneration—do something. 
Let’s all get together on this;

actions speak louder than words! 

And now for the individual 
and his own responsibility in the 
mouth hygiene propaganda. It 
may be put down as a general 
observation in Nature that ani- 
mal organisms develop and 
maintain themselves along the 
lines of least resistance even 
from their very inception dur- 
ing the continuous process of 
embryonic development. This 
presents an analogy in every-day 
oral hygiene. It was never in- 
tended that procedures prose- 
cuted in the practice of mouth 
hygiene should be intricate or 
involved and in suggesting nec- 
essary steps in the care of the 
mouth and teeth, the nearer we 
approach the simplest measures 
the closer are we to Nature and 


the more beneficial are the 
results. 

A safe and clear conception of 
the practice of mouth hygiene is 
one in which we engage as a 
basis the fact that, in all the 
ages during which the human 
dentition was involved with its 
panorama of marvel and adapt- 
ibility Nature never depended 
upon toothbrush or mouthwash. 

We must admit, however, in 
proper consideration that civil- 
ized man is now in a modern 
and very changed environment. 
As a consequence of our so-called 
advancement we continually 
compromise to our detriment 
with Nature’s code and the re- 
sult is a condition which requires 
a system of hygienic artificiality. 

The great majority of human 
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beings never have held a tooth- 
brush in their hands. A portion 
of that multitudé seem to fare 
just as well without it because 
theirs is a system of natural 
hygiene. 

Humans are a bit careiess, 
especially where there is no im- 
mediate discomfort. For in- 
stance, consider a man’s stomach. 
Good God, what he puts into 
it! Even a puppy is more par- 
ticular. : 

People say that what we eat 
and drink makes us what we are. 
There certainly is ‘a poignant ef- 
fect of our diet upon all the 
bodily structures. Just how far 
we can trace this association will 


have to be left in the hands of. 


competent investigators, to 
those who possess the scientific 
attitude and training. It is safe 
to assert that a natural course 
of eating with the elimination of 
denatured preparations cannot 
be wrong. But in this age even 
our diet is jazzed. The applica- 
tion of discretion to what, how 
and when we eat may guide 
some of us, but laxity and pov- 
erty make others suffer. In all 
probability, if we clung to a 
more natural food course, dental 
disease would be much less pre- 
valent. But we don’t, so there 
you are. 

Once your selection is in your 
mouth, there’s only a journey of 
nine or ten inches, a short ride 
but often an expensive one. 
Keeping to the path marked 
practical, although not confined 
to dentistry, our contention is 
that we all eat too much of what 
we shouldn’t, too fast and too 
often. The old Dean of our col-

lege used to say, “Boys, always 
leave the table a little hungry.” 

We could offer a long and 
detailed exposition concerning 
foods and their values, most of 
which you would soon forget. 
However, works on dietetics of 
which subject McCollum and 
Kellog, amongst others, are mas- 
ters, make good reading and are 
interesting and instructive. Un- 
fortunately there is a grave 
drawback in the favorable ap- 
plication of the results of ani- 
mal experimentation. to man. 
Guinea-pigs, rats and monkeys 
are all right in their place, but, 
as Potash and Perlmutter say, 
“The human species is ‘some- 
thing else again.” 

The gist of latest food advice 
by our best authorities is: at 
least a quart of milk a day, 
plenty of fresh vegetables, not 
ruined by being boiled out, sal- 
ads and greens of all kinds, some 
fruit, less meats, unadulterated 
bread and good clean water in 
quantity. 

Tell this to your patient, “‘the 
girl with the five dollar bill’ as 
the editor of Items of Interest 
used to call her in “Round the 
Table.” 

Young America should spend 
its pennies for more apples and 
less candy. It is incorrect, how- 
ever, to say that children should 
not eat candy —the trouble is 
that they eat too much of it. 
Little ones who are taught fru- 
gality in respect to “sweets” 
have less acidosis, healthier color 
and, without any doubt, better 
teeth. No one knows, not even 
men like Gies and Kirk, the def- 
inate bio-chemistry of the teeth 
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er 


and saliva as related to carbo- 
hydrate metabolism, but daily 
observation imparts to you all 
the clinical truth of these state- 
ments. There can be no doubt 
as to the purely local condition 
which exists when food remnants, 
especially carbohydrates, stick to 
the mucin plaques on rough sur- 
faces of the teeth forming a hot- 
bed of fermentation for carious 
activity. 

The evil that food particles 
do lives after them. 

The micro-organisms are 
there to be mated and the off- 
spring is decay. That is one of 
the principal reasons demanding 
the necessity of a toothbrush 
among soft and sweet food 
eaters such as we are today. 

Every dentist should be able 
to discuss the food question with 
his patients and make it a part 
of his advice in oral hygiene. 

Artificial mouth hygiene im- 
plies the use of toothbrush, den- 
tifrice and mouthwash, to which 
may be added as accessories: 
tongue-scraper, dental floss, 
orange stick, cotton rolls and 
atomizer. Our position relative 
to dental disease should be one 
of offense rather than defense. 
The substantial plan of combat- 
ing the manifest prevalence of 
dental caries lies in the field of 
prevention. To cure is an im- 
possible task. Prevention is the 
key-note of modern medicine. 

With systemic disadvantages 
engendering or enhancing a 
lowered mouth resistance it is 
hopeless to expect any local hy- 
gienic measures to produce the 


best results. All we achieve is 


a point of relative success—help- 


ing to keep matters from getting 
worse. This is proven by the 
occurrence of rapid tooth disin- 
tegration, particularly enamel 
failure almost literally in front 
of our eyes, notwithstanding 
your most concientious attention. 
We usually say: (and what else 
can we offer?) “Keep on brush- 
ing. your teeth as well as you 
can,” after which the patient is 
dismissed. Whereupon we hope 
for the best and expect to see 
the worst. Who -among you 
will solve this? 

In the last number of the 
Journal of Dental Research to 
which every dentist should be 
a subscriber, are. two excellent 
studies on the histopathology of 
enamel by the eminent research 
student, Dr. J. Leon Williams. 
Incidentally the volume on his 
life and works by Dr. Clapp is 
an attractive review of an un- 
usually cultured and intellectual 
dentist. We live in hopes that 
the future will bring forth more 
of his kind. 

The ordinary, fairly healthy 
mouth requires no medication 
and should not be a bathing pool 
for the various contents of the 
pharmacopoeia. In the first place 
a properly constructed tooth- 
brush used with a little elbow 
grease makes the dentifrice a 
very secondary consideration. 
The toothbrush should have no 
fancy frills, in fact here is a 
subject which requires careful 
consideration. Starting with the 
idea of no toothbrush whatso- 
ever, if recorded history is cor- 
rect, we should confine this con- 
trivance as close to a negative 
quantity as is practically pos-

sible. Some dentists seem to 
think that the most widely ad- 
vertised toothbrushes are the 
best, irrespective of what they 
look like. ‘Their opinions are 
viewed with confidence by the 
public and should therefore be 
better qualified. How many of 
us have given careful thought 
to this subject? For those in- 
terested, there is a detailed study 
of the toothbrush in the Cosmos 
of March 1924. The writer 
would certainly appreciate dis- 
cussion and correspondence with 
others on this subject which, 
strange to say, is so sadly ne- 
glected and treated after a fash- 
ion. All professional confrerés 
are cordially welcome at all 
times to inspect a collection of 
modern brushes to which addi- 
tions are continually made as 
new and interesting specimens 
appear on the market. In a nut- 
shell, they should be constructed 
smaller than they usually are, 
with heavier, non-flexible han- 
dles, less brushing surface and 
better and firmer bristles. Above 
all, the toothbrush must always 
be kept clean and dry, when not 
in use. 

The dentifrice is a secondary 
matter. As its only purpose is 
to exert an auxiliary cleansing 
action, the druggy preparation 
should be exiled, notwithstand- 
ing what our self-appointed 
“foremost dental authorities” 
have to say. On the other hand 
there are many dentifrices vary- 
ing considerably, which are use- 
ful in their own way, under 
certain conditions. There is, 
however, no universal dentifrice 
which is favorably applicable to 





all mouths and there is certainly 
none whose chemical properties 
alone will betoken it to remove 
all gelatinous plaques. However, 
the present bio-chemical studies 
by dentifrice manufacturers are 
—when sincere—not to be dis- 
couraged. 

As a matter of economy a fine 
grade of precipitated chalk will 
fill the bill, or even salt or lime 
water will do when a powder 
cannot be obtained. The writer 
is distinctly in favor of powders 
for adults because of their fric- 
tional value in conjunction with 
the toothbrush and he is cer- 
tainly in disagreement with those 
who advocate the free use of 
soap as an appreciable content 
of these preparations. Children 
when first initiated into oral 
hygiene enjoy tasty pastes for 
the same reason that they pre- 
fer candy to castor oil. 

Finally we repeat, it is the 
toothbrush itself which does the 
real work, just as it is the com- 
bination of a housewife’s elbow 
grease with a good brush and 
not the powder in the water that 
help most to keep our floors 


-clean. We mention “‘housewife” 


because most dentists can’t af- 
ford maids. 

A substantial mouth wash is 
luke-warm salt water made 
made readily by having a salt 
container at the wash _ bowl. 
There may be myriads of other 
solutions more pretentious, some 
alkaline, others acid, with their 
vaunted health-giving properties 
but it is questionable if there ts 
anything which even approaches 
the best one ever made, our own 
normal alkaline saliva. Of 
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Underwood & Underwood.

course, if people want a pleasant 
taste as a pleasure in their daily 
toilet, there are plenty of such 
preparations to be had. With- 
out disrespect, it seems to the 
writer that many of,these things 
are made to be used by green- 
horns. A few are useful in the 
office as we like to have some- 
thing on hand which is pleasing 
to the patient and serves as a 
source of hygienic encourage- 
ment. They are all of little 
value as far as the microbe in- 
hibiting contents are concerned. 
Their real usefulness lies simply 
on their pleasant state of fluidity 
which physical property allows 
them to serve as a rinsing me- 
dium. As we said before, our 
humble opinion resides in a glass 
of clean luke-warm salt water. 
Fortunately or unfortunately 


numerous 100 per cent Babbitts 
even commercialize a man’s 
mouth and teeth. 

It requires only a few lines to 
discuss the usefulness of six 
inches of dental floss. Here is a 
cleansing agent which is being 
taken up rapidly by the public 
and let us hope it will replace 
the old-fashioned splintery 
wooden toothpick. People with 
broad and close interproximal 
surfaces will find it gives a sense 
of relief in removing food de- 
bris where nothing else will do 
the work. It must be used with 
care and not plunged into the 
delicate gum margins. Para- 
phasing a well-known advertise- 
ment, we always ask our pa- 
tients, “Have you a little den- 
tal floss in your home?” 

‘Tongue scrapers are less fre- 
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quently employed: people have 
not yet reached that point. The 
long edge of the toothbrush han- 
dle serves the same purpose 
where it is desired. Orange 
Sticks are occasionally recom- 
mended to be used with some 
form of abrasive. Daily indul- 
gence in this device is a matter 
for you to decide upon: it seems 
though that overscrupulous peo- 
ple who would be the probable 
ones to engage in this procedure 
would also be the very ones to 
rub their teeth away, which, in- 
cidentally, is not impossible. 
‘Cotton rolls within specially 
prepared applicators are occa- 
sionally used for purposes of 
massaging the soft tissues about 
the teeth and to express stag- 
nated capillaries in the gingival. 
The atomizer is a nice thing 
with which to give oneself a 
mouth bath but we'd be happy 
if some people would just rinse 
their mouths. However, the fact 
that most people don’t use these 
things is no reason why others 
shouldn’t. As Dr. Johnson is 
quoted: “There’s nothing too 
good for the human mouth.” 
Well, here we are back in the 
office ready for a day’s work. 
Poor man, rich man, beggar 
man, thief—the possibilities are 
great. Whether you are a spe- 
cialist or a general practitioner 
so long as you work in the oral 
cavity you are inseparably con- 
nected with oral hygiene. 
Underlying any possible oper- 
ation in the human mouth and 
forming the foundation of even 
the preliminary examination is 
the fundamental sense of clean- 
liness to which everything else

is subordinated and without 
which nothing else is of value. 
Surely this is.no new thought 
and it would be an insult to 
your intelligence to offer it as 
such. Yet it is well to remind 
ourselves that to know preven- 
tion and cleanliness and just 
what these words mean in the 
oral cavity is to know half. of 
dentistry. A merely mechanistic 
conception of dental service is 
as barren as a thin soil over 
rocks, 

In all seriousness, have you 
ever reflected upon the beauty 
of a clean and unmuti lated 
mouth? ‘Have you ever wished 
you could undo some of the 
things you have done in the 
practice of dentistry? Introspec- 
tion is good for the soul and the 
writer does not wish to pose as 
an exception to the rule. 

How is the spirit of oral hy- 
giene definitely applied to the 
practise of dentistry? An ex- 
amination of the mouth is the 
initial procedure. At this time 
we form a.mental impression of 
what that particular mouth will 
look like when it is transformed 
into a state of health. That is, 
our vision is not dependent upon 
any particular kind of work 
technical procedures or fee, but 
is an imaginary view of a clean 
and corrected mouth. 

Even the exodontist who 
probably sees his patient for a 
shorter time than any other prac- 
titioner can assist in bringing 
about or maintaining a condi- 
tion of mouth hygiene by pre- 
venting unnecessary mutilation 
and controlling his operation in 
such a way as to take into con- 
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sideration the result and prob- 
able effect of his work. 

The orthodontist needs be 
painstakingly careful since his 
apparatus is a constant source of 
attention relative to cleanliness 
and indeed none can begrudge 
him his reward following his 
worries. In spite of his skill and 
this work requires much of that 
trait, it is just a matter of how 
little damage will occur. The 
writer takes issue with any or- 
thodontist who disputes this as- 
sertion. ‘Therefore in actual 
practise he must maintain scrup- 
ulous hygienic control in order 
to achieve complete success: 
otherwise—what price glory? 

The prosthodontist has a won- 
derful opportunity to practice 
mouth hygiene. Since his work 
is ultimately the insertion of an 
artificial substitute his diagnosis 
and planning is everything. We 
cannot dilate here: but who will 
deny that mouths are often 
robbed of a state of function 
less by what they lack through 
their edentulous condition than 
by what they must tolerate 
through replacement. Prosthetic 
dentistry claims some ingenious 
and progressive minds but we 
respectfully submit that these 
workers would do much good if 
they always combined their me- 
chanical talents with the ele- 
ments of mouth hygiene. 

It’s all right to see teeth 
wriggle but the dancer pays the 
piper every time. 

The fewer teeth to be re- 
placed the less harm you can do 
which merely shows that pre- 
vention is better than cure. If 
mouth hygiene is carried out 


properly by future generations, 
prosthesis below the age of fifty 
should be uncommon. But for 
all times to come we shall be in 
need of some useful and clean- 
cut prosthetic restorations. 

When the general practitioner 
makes a chart of what he in- 
tends to do it is necessary to 
envisage the mouth as an entity 
—and not chop it up into sec- 
tions. This reminds us of the 
gold inlay expert: no matter 
what your trouble is, he has an 
inlay to cure it. Which is an- 
other instance of so-called sales- 
manship, or exactly what oral 
hygiene is not. 

How is the patient’s health? 
Has he a tendency to rapid tooth 
disintegration? Will he keep 
his mouth clean after you make 
it so? Will it be in the best 
interests of his oral hygiene to 
insert that particular kind of a 
denture even though it brings a 
high fee? We always empha- 
size that the healthy condition 
of the natural teeth is funda- 
mental and that the attention 
and work applied to artificial 
teeth is secondary. 

Your next step is a thorough 
prophylactic treatment, a real 
cleaning in every sense of the 
word. It is the one operation 
which does more good than any 
other: complete procedure at 
your hands. It establishes a be- 
ginning, it enlightens you and 
it rejuvenates the patient. Fur- 
thermore it helps decidedly to 
intrench your reputation as one 
who is interested in details and 
your patients judge you accord- 
ingly. 

The prophylactic treatment 
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should be a very personal and 
cumulative operation. As you 
are going along you make men- 
tal and dental notes of what 
you observe. It affords you 
every opportunity to determine 
the finer points of diagnosis and 
there is in our humble opinion 
no oral hygienist yet born who 
can do this as well as yourself. 
She lacks the sense of relative 
values which the dentist alone 
in his wider sphere achieves. We 
wish to remind you, without 
prejudice that the original idea 
associated with the oral hygien- 
ist was that she would be em- 
ployed in large public institu- 
tions, especially amongst children 
where the services of dentists 
were not entirely necessary or 
available. Only a few weeks 
ago one of these fair damsels 
advertising in a New York paper 
for a position offered as an in- 
ducement, if you please — the 
following of her own clientele. 

The writer has a standardized 
cleaning technic in which he 
uses less than a dozen hand in- 
struments. After all calcic de- 
posits are thoroughly removed 
(and often this requires two or 
three hours) the teeth are pol- 
ished and remaining stains re- 
moved bythe use of either single 
or double end porte-polisher 
with wood points. 

In the very beginning, as the 
Bible says, we originated our 
own one-two-three mixture 
which you may care to try: a 
combination of one part of pre- 
cipitated chalk, two parts of 
silex and three of ground pum- 
ice all of which should be of the 
finest grade obtainable. This is 


—mem. 


made into a paste by means of 
hydrogen peroxide to which is 
added some flavoring agent in 
small quantity. No engine bris- 
tles are used except in cases of 
exceptionally resistant stain and 
then only with reluctance. These 
tear the fine unicellular gingival 
edges. We next use fine strips 
for any unremoved anterior 
proximal stains and dental floss 
is passed between all the teeth 
both to cleanse and for purpose 
of examination. After this the 
mouth is sprayed and the teeth, 
gums and palate swabbed with 
cotton rolls. At this point it is 
a good idea to take any remov- 
able dentures the patient may 
wear into the laboratory for a 
little scrubbing. 

During the cleaning we ob- 
serve the condition of the mouth 
as a whole, note different as- 
pects of the saliva which by the 
way is a study in itself and 


arrive at a conception of the 


nature of the teeth. As we go 
along the patient is questioned 
in reference to home care and 
when possible, is asked to bring 
his toothbrush to the office. 
When the brush is brought in 
the writer trims the bristles 
after his own fashion as to what 
a brush should be and also gives 
the patient a demonstration of 
a simple rotary cleaning method. 
We are distinctly opposed to 


-any complicated toothbrush ex- 


ercise as it is unnecessary and 
discouraging. Advice as to home 
care is not considered complete 
until the patient’s food habits 
are discussed and dietary sug- 
gestions offered. 

When the actual cleaning is 
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terminated we remove all over- 
hanging edges, projections or 
shoulders of fillings where pos- 
sible to do so and make it a 
point to carve cusps and grooves 
into shapeless occusal surfaces 
of metallic restorations. Many 
times a trifling minor adjust- 
ment of an old filling inhibits a 
bleeding point or destroys the 
further progress of a peridental 
lesion. 

Right here the writer wants 
to straighten out the conflict be- 
tween the cleaning of teeth and 
the treatment of pyorrhea. 
Please remember that we fade 
away so to speak as we grow 
older and the alveolar process 
is a transitory structure. Rela- 
tively a man may have just as 
healthy a mouth with recession 
at sixty as he had without re- 
cession at thiry. In addition to 
which even some gingival hem- 
morhage and crusty accumula- 
tion doesn’t always make a case 
for extended fuss-making. What 
is really a prophylactic treatment 
is often masqueraded under the 
guise of something else and of 
course the patient doesn’t know. 

Some recent refinements in 
standardization of dental peri- 
clasia chiefly by Dr. John Oppie 
McCall and Dr. Harold Box 
enable us to disestablish certain 
conditions although we _ never 
could see how the grinding of 
teeth was a logical form of 
treatment in spite of its appar- 
ently beneficial results. Where 
chronic suppuration and dental 
exuviation are concomitant, ther- 
apeutics may bring relief but, 
we insist, no cure. It can’t be 
done and no one has ever sci- 


entifically proven the opposite. 
Dental periclasia in all of its 
forms is a menace to mouth hy- 
giene and every instance of its 
first presence, when genuine, 
should be carefully noted. 

While on the subject of in- 
fectious processes, our thoughts 
turn to the medical man and his 
part in mouth hygiene. The 
average medico is a conscientious 
person devoted to public service 
and we could well emulate his 
example. 

But when it comes to stom- 
atology he is woefully deficient 
in spite of his good intentions. 
Now here is something to think 
about: medical men _ speaking 
for their profession insist that 
dentists should first receive a 
medical course in order to know 
the whole body: all right for 
that, but, why is it that these 
very men who want us to know 
the whole body, do not them- 
selves understand so small a 
part as the mouth? 

Of course, two wrongs don’t 
make a right, but why therefore 
the spirit of dictation and ar- 
rogance? 

Dr. Charles Mayo asked the 
dental profession if they would 
recognize the importance of 
mouth hygiene and practice ac- 
cordingly. In rejoinder we say 
to the medical profession: “You 
need education upon the human 
mouth; you must take the steps 
to enlighten yourselves; will you 
do it? Until you do so you 
should be more than willing to 
give the dentist full command 
of the mouth and teeth in the 
same good spirit with which he 
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is always willing to co-operate 
with you.” 

So far as systemic invasion, 
due to dental infection, is con- 
cerned, the writer’s attitude is 
this: anything is possible, but, 
on the other hand a priori rea- 
soning is fallacious. “Therefore 
be conservative, don’t claim or 
promise too much. 

It is much better to be right 
in hesitation than to be wrong 
in haste. 

We can all talk on mouth hy- 
giene because talk is cheap: it 
would be well though if we 
would practice what we preach. 
Of course, everything we do is 
just a compromise with Nature 
and Nature takes some awful 
punishment. 

Above all, we must teach peo- 
ple to avoid the necessity for 
dental service.

should be paramount, whether 
your fee is one dollar or one 
thousand dollars. And it is not 
only the present that counts:

From the day the 
child is born it is entitled to a 
clean mouth. 

In conclusion: let’s act~ on 
these things: to érr is human 
and there isn’t any doubt in the 
writer's mind that some of his 
mistakes have been corrected by 
others of our fraternity. 

But we all need a more defi- 
nite working conception of 
what’s what in the human 
mouth so as to have at least an 
ideal. It’s just in the way you 
look at oral hygiene, for as we 
first said, some words have dif- 
ferent meanings to different 
people.

ception to my original article 
(July issue), which started the 
trouble. Upon reading their let- 
ters,l immediately wrote to Drs. 
McGill and Jordan, asking 
them to furnish me with a “con- 
crete example of preventive den- 
tistry as carried out in their 
practices.” 

Now Dr. McGill was mighty 
nice about it and wrote me a 
good, long letter, trying his best 
to get out of his quandary, but, 
of course, he couldn’t do the 
impossible, and he did not fur- 
nish any concrete (or any other 
kind of) example of preventive 
dentistry, but here follows what 
he calls such a case. 

“You have asked me for a 
concrete example of preventive 
dentistry, as practiced by my- 
self. A mother recently brought 
her daughter to me, complain- 
ing of a toothache. The child 
was ten years old and had never 
been to a dentist. The condition 
of her mouth was deplorable. 
Along with the rest, all of her 
first permanent molars were 
badly decayed—one of them, the 
lower left first molar, beyond 
any hope of restoration, had to 
be extracted. The mother by 
way of excusing herself said that 
she should have come in sooner

but, that she had put it off think- 
ing that she would wait until the 
teeth ached, have them extracted 
and then be done with them. 
Now isn’t it a crime that that 
child should lose that keystone 
tooth through the ignorance of 
the mother? 

“The next day that woman 
came into my office with her 
little son—just turned five. The 
child didn’t have any toothache, 
he had only two tiny cavities, 
but he was in to have them fixed, 
and for prophylaxis and exami- 
nation. Now that child, when 
he is ten years old, will not lose 
a permanent molar because his, 
mother now knows what a mis- 
take she had made with her 
daughter. She felt very badly 
about it and [ am sure she will 
follow my instructions. She has 
been ‘educated,’ and as I said in 
my article, “education is pre- 
vention.’ ”’ 

Now I agree, and everybody 
else surely must agree, that Dr. 
McGill is absolutely right in 
every word he has said, but he 
has not given us a “concrete ex- 
ample of preventive dentistry.” 
In the one case, he extracted a 
first permanent molar for the 
child, and in the other case, he 
cleaned the child’s teeth and put 
in two tiny fillings, and both

says Dr. McGill. Prevention 
of what, I would ask? Educa- 
tion may be “prevention” as he 
says, but it is not “preventive 
dentistry” by a million miles. 

Dr. McGill closes his letter 
with the following paragraph: 

“If you have a term that will 
fit this particular phase of den- 
tistry, that will describe the end 
for which we work better than 
the term preventive dentistry, I 
will gladly accept it and work 
to the best of my ability to help 
you put it across. After all, our 
main object is to get dentists in 
general to give this thing more 
thought, and quibbling about a 
name for it will get us no- 
where.” 

For my part, my dear doctor, 
I am not “quibbling” about any- 
thing, nor do I want to put any- 
thing ‘across,’ I am _ merely 
stating that, as far as I can 
understand the English lan- 
guage; as far as I can correctly 
tead the definitions given in our 
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standard dictionaries, there can 
be no such thing as “preventive 
dentistry,” and the mere fact 
that scores or hundreds of den- 
tists use the term in just their 
natural careless manner does not 
change the actual condition of 
things even a little bit. There 
is no “quibble” about that, is 
there? 

There is a world-wide orga- 
nization, the object of which is 


‘to prevent cruelty to animals. 


Had the organizers of this won- 
derful organization started out 
to operate under the name 
“preventive cruelty,” would they 
have ever gotten anywhere? I 
should hope not! They would 
have been laughed off the face 
of the earth. Fortunately for 
millions of poor dumb animals, 
they adopted a name which was 
possible and meant something. 
Talking of cruelty to animals, 
what do you know about this? 
Hambone said: “If dis yere nig- 
ger beats his mule he am put in 
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jail, but if de mule kicks de 
stuffin’ out of dis yere nigger 
dey don’t do nuttin’ to de mule,” 
which shows being a mule has 
some advantages after all. 

But don’t imagine, dear 
Brother McGill, that I expect 
for one moment that the legion 
who say that they are practicing 
“preventive dentistry’ will 
change their vocabulary. 

The truth is that dentistry is 
a new science, and its practi- 
tioners are new to the game and 
are not educated to the value of 
using correct terms. We know 
what we mean, and let it go at 
that. 

Doesn’t everybody know that 
the dark shadow (which is no 
shadow at all) on the film shows 
an abscess? If you don’t believe 
it, turn to page 138 of one of 
the latest works on “radiodon- 
tia,” which I assume is on your 
shelves, and there it is as plain 
as print can make it. T'he arrow 
points to an abscess! 

Doesn’t everybody know that 
“infection can be shown upon a 
film”? Why bless your heart, 


some time ago a lady came to 


me with a full set of films upon 
which her. dentist had pointed 
out a raft of abscesses. When I[ 
suggested that we must go a 
little slowly, because the films 
did not really show abscesses, 
you should have seen her face 
change, and in a very few min- 
utes she got enough of my talk 
and off she went, saying that she 
would call again. 

Of course, she did not return. 
I lost my patient through my 
ignorance. She must have been 
sadly disappointed to find one 


a 


who had been so well recom- 
mended to her, so densely igno- 
rant upon the subject of the x-ray 
as not to recognize an abscess 
which she pointed out on the 
film! 

And that’s the way it goes. 
Tell me, Dr. McGill, don’t 
people come to see you every day 
and talk of their dead teeth, and 
don’t you know that these teeth 
are not dead, just as you know 
that the film does not show in- 
fection, and just as you know 
that the dark shadow does not 
denote an abscess, and just as 
you well know that there can be 
no such thing as preventive den- 
tistry? 

I wonder if Dr. McGill 


‘meant it as a joke when he 


termed Louis Ottofy, D. D. S., 
M. D., a layman, because it 
was from Dr. Ottofy’s Stand- 
ard Dictionary that I obtained 
the definition which he said was 
a layman’s. 

To my letter to Dr. Jordon, 
I received this reply: “In answer 
to your inquiry of Sept. 11th, I 
would say that I believe [italics 
mine] the chapter on Oral 
Prophylaxis in my book ‘Opera- 
tive Dentistry for Children’ 
answers your question.” 

Turning to this chapter as 
we find that Dr. Jordon is very 
much “up in the air” upon the 
subject of preventive dentistry 
after all, because Dr. Jordon 
well knows that “polishing the 
teeth of her patients month after 
month with rubber cups and 
wooden shoe pegs” is bona fide 
dentistry and nothing else. 

That this month after month 
of polishing is real dentistry and 
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nothing else, can be readily 
proven by the fact that while 
Dr. Jordon can take a young 
girl and soon train her to be a 
valued assistant at the chair, no 
matter how adept that young 
girl might be, Dr. Jordon, under 
the law, could not allow her to 
polish the teeth of one of her 
little patients. Isn’t that a fact? 
Why cannot Dr. Jordon teach 
this young girl to polish the little 
child’s teeth and then set her up 
in an adjoining room and let 
her work that way all day? 
Just for one reason. The law 
says that such polishing is den- 
tistry, not preventive dentistry 
mind you, but just plain den- 
tistry, and the law says that no 
matter how competent that 
young girl might be, she must 
keep “hands off” of these little 
patients. If she wants to prac- 
tice this kind of dentistry, she 
must either go through college 
and get her D. D. S., or, of late 
years only, go through a one 
(?) year course and obiain a 
certificate—and there you are. 
Thus we see that while both 
Drs. McGill and Jordon “picked 
on me”’ by attacking my position 
as to the impossibility of “‘pre- 
ventive dentistry,’ they have 
both failed to make good their 
contentions, as it is clearly to be 
seen that neither could produce 
“a concrete example of preven- 
tive dentistry,” and consequently 
have only aided my argument 
against the use of the term. 
Permit me please, Dr. Jor- 
don, to give you a few “con- 
crete examples of my endeav- 
ors’ in dentistry. : 
In 1883 a young girl came to 
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me right from the hands of one 
of our old (at that time) den- 
tists, who ranked well, but, un- 
fortunately for his patients. he 
had practiced the method of 
running a separating file be- 
tween the molars and bicuspids, 
thus leaving absolutely flat sur- 
faces upon these teeth. Of 
course, you do not know what 
that meant, but it did mean 
a-plenty all the same. As a rule, 
such treatment spelled the early 
loss of the teeth, that’s all. 

My record shows that during 
a few months I filled eleven cav- 
ities for this young lady, and 
that there was not a single fill- 
ing or decay in the four upper 
incisors or six lower anterior 
teeth. All the molars (save the 
thirds) and bicuspids and the 
distal surfaces of the upper cus- 
pids had large fillings in them. 
Get that, please. 

That young girl has been a 
patient of mine ever since and, 
incidentally, my wife as well, 
and, therefore, I became abso- 
lutely responsible for the wel- 
fare of her teeth, provided only 
that she followed my instruc- 
tions to the letter. She certainly 
did take good care of her teeth 
day by day, and year by year— 
never neglecting them — and 
right along did I polish them, 
to the best of my ability, from 
three to six times a year, and as 
a result, today, forty-two years 
later, she has not a single defect 
in any one of the anterior teeth 
as just enumerated. 

And notwithstanding those 
extensive fillings and slab-sided 
teeth of forty-two years ago, 
every one of those teeth is stand- 
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ing today, and not a dead pulp. 
One measly upper third molar 
lost without a spot of caries 
upon it has been the only cas- 
ualty during all of this time. 

I trust I may be pardoned 
for pointing with pride to such 
a case, as showing what just 
plain dentistry will do. What I 
did for this young girl forty-two 
years ago was anything but 
“preventive dentistry.” I did the 
very best real dentistry of which 
I was capable, and through the 
ensuing forty-two years, I con- 
tinued to give her the very best 
dentistry of which I was capable. 

As for my daughter, starting 
at two and a half years of age, 
she had an appointment for a 
polish the first Saturday of every 
month right along for years. 
Later on, these visits were cut 
down to two or three a year as 
that was found sufficient. When 
my two grandchildren came 
along, it was the same old story. 
The sixteen year old grand- 
daughter hasn’t a flaw in any 
tooth today, notwithstanding 
the fact that she wore orthodon- 
tic appliances for seven years (I 
call that a pretty good record). 
The thirteen-year old girl 
erupted two lower first molars 
with microscopic defects upon 
their buccal walls. Today, seven 
years later, each of these molars 
carries a filling the size of a 
mosquito’s foot, and otherwise 
her teeth are absolutely perfect. 
These are the goods that I de- 
liver as concrete examples of 
dentistry, and you, Dr. Jordon, 
are asking Dr. McGee to beg 
me to preach prophylaxis! 
Looking after the diet is not 
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dentistry of any kind. Thou- 
sands of institutions employ “di- 
eticians,” many of them young 
women. Are they practicing den- 
tistry of any kind? I reckon not. 

Thousands of sufferers go to 
stomach specialists to be in- 


structed as to their diet. Are 
they practicing dentistry? What 
an absurd question ! 

“Preventive Dentistry” —just 
another one of those meaningless 
terms—and meaningless though 
it is, it will still be used, and 
you, “dear reader,” know why. 
Most of us would rather break 
a bleod vessel than to admit we 
are wrong and change over to 
another tack. 

I still maintain that preven- 
tive dentistry and preventive 
surgery are in one and the same 
class—an impossible class. 

Let us assume that in the 
Smithsonian Institution there 
was to be found a very interest- 
ing specimen of some kind, all 
duly labelled and classified and 
indexed. Then, if, upon some 
bright day, someone came along 
and discovered that the labelling 
and classification and indexing 
were incorrect, would this inter- 
esting specimen lose its interest ? 
Should it be removed and dis- 
carded? Hardly. Therefore, 
these men and women who im- 
agine they are doing preventive 
dentistry, should “keep on keep- 
in’ on.” They are doing a good 
work, irrespective of what they 
call it, but if some day they 
should reach that state of mind 
whereupon they could recognize 
that they are practicing dentis- 
try, it would undoubtedly be 
much better.

It is with the idea of giving 
to readers of Orat HyGIENE 
some fit rules for attaining to 
that high estate of “positively 
the best dentist bar none, in this 
part of the country” that the 
following rules of etiquette are 
presented. The mere fact that 
they have proved of doubtful 
value to thousands, yes hun- 
dreds, of dentists in years past 
is no reason why anyone cannot 
give them a fair trial and thus 
decide for himself their merits 
- and demerits. 


The Dentist Himself 


Shaggy hair, carelessly 
combed, with the neck wooly, 
is conducive to a leonine appear- 
ance that is bound to inspire the 
patient with a feeling of confi- 
dence. This is especially true if 
at the same time the face is cov- 
ered with a two or three days’ 
growth of beard. The patient 
will immediately think of the 
king of beasts and, recalling this 
animal’s courage and fearless- 















ness, will subconsciously ascribe 
to the dentist the same qualities. 

The odor of synthetic gin on 
the operator’s breath will tend 
to create in the minds of his pa- 
tients the belief that he is a 
“regular devil,” and the dentist 
can make a remarkable impres- 
sion by voluntarily offering to 
give the name of his favorite 
bootlegger to any patient who 
appears to be visibly affected by 
the alcoholic emanations. This 
impression may be greatly 
strengthened by mixing with the 
breath of gin the odor of a stale 
stogie. If in connection with 
these the dentist is fortunate 
enough to be the possessor of a 
high-grade, active halitosis (see 
advertisement in any current 
magazine) he will have a com- 
bination that is unbeatable and 
the results will speak for them- 
selves. 

No sane patient objects to 
soiled hands being placed in her 
mouth. At least they should not 
because the mouth itself under 
the most favorable conditions is 
none too clean.

small particles becoming dis- 
lodged and dropping in the pa- 
tient’s mouth. When this oc- 
curs it is liable to create in the 
mind of the patient a desire to 
expectorate, and if this desire is 
acted upon it slows up the den- 
tist, Jars upon his refined sensi- 


bilities and, what is more in 
portant, knocks his efficiency for 
a row of Hungarian goulash 
containers. 

A few overly-finicky patients 
object to cigarette stains on the 
dentist’s fingers, but these with 
their accompanying odor can 
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The patient will immediately think of the king of beasts. 
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easily be disguised by painting 
the fingers with iodine, chromic 
acid, or mercurochrome 220 
(soluble), and rubbing them 
with a raw onion. If the den- 
tist objects to the odor of raw 
onion asofoedita may be used 
instead. 

If for any reason it may seem 
necessary to wash the hands be- 
fore attending to a patient there 
is no reason to overdo it. A 
little splashing around in the 
bowl will produce the necessary 
psychological effect which will 
be greatly enhanced by shaking 
the hands immediately after- 
wards and splashing water all 
over the patient. Wiping the 
hands on a soiled towel hastily 
grabbed from the basket is a 
cute little stunt that is never 
missed by the patient and is one 
that adds much to the general 
ensemble. It creates an atmos- 
phere of efficiency and leaves 
with the patient an impression 
that is seldom, if ever, forgotten. 


The Dentist’s Clothing 


There is little to be said re- 
garding the clothing to be worn 
by the dentist in the operating 
room, and there are so many 
differences of opinion as to what 
is the appropriate gyration that 
any positive statement would 
appear dogmatic. There are sev- 
eral little suggestions however, 
that may prove helpful and that 
are worth passing along, one of 
the most valuable of which is 
the following gleaned from a 
close study of a recent number 
of Judge. 

If, while awaiting the return 
of your other gown from the

laundry the one you are weariag 
becomes dirty, simply smear your 
arms and neck with grime until 
they are several shades darker 
than the gown and the latter 
will then appear clean by con- 
trast. This clever little wrinkle 
will also do much toward re- 
ducing the weekly laundry bill 
and taken together with the 
soiled towel idea mentioned in 
a foregoing paragraph, will pile 
oodles of efficiency around the 
office. If it is not convenient or 
practical to smear the arms and 
neck with grime, spots of dirt on 
the gown may be covered with 
a thin layer of plaster of Paris. 
Owing to the whiteness of the 
plaster it is not advisable to 
spread it on too thick or it will 
defeat the very end for which 
it is being used. Spots and 
splashes of blood may be nicely 


- concealed by covering them with 


argyrol or pyorrhea astringent, 
and if neither of these agents is 
available red writing ink may 
be substituted. If expense is no 
object of course a clean gown 
can be put on as soon as the one 
being worn is soiled, but this is 
to be avoided at all hazards and 
an air of resourcefulness «ain- 
tained above all things. 


The Examination ot the 
Mouth

too wide when you start to ex- 
amine it you can get quite a 
“kick”? out of smilingly saying, 
“You don’t need to open your | 
mouth so wide; I am going to 
stand right here on the floor.” 
If this doesn’t cause-her to close ; 
her mouth to a point where it 
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“I see you had eggs for breakfast.” 


will be easy fot you to work, the 
following bit of college humor 
will usually prove effective. 
Glance quickly into the patient’s 
mouth and fix your gaze upon 
the patient’s tonsils. After look- 
ing steadily at the tonsillar re- 
gion for a few minutes look 
quickly into the patient’s eyes 
and say (softly, and without too 
much emphasis) : “I see you had 
eggs for breakfast.”’ The effect 
will surprise you! 

In taking radiograms of the 
teeth much time is often lost by 
stopping to bend down the cor- 
ners of the film. Patients do not 


come to the office for service of 
this nature expecting it to be 
pleasant — so why disillusion 
them? The sharp corners of the 
film may hurt the mouth of the 
patient but she fully expects just 
that very thing. The pain may 
cause the patient to move around 
and so make it difficult properly 
to place the film in position, but 
a tactful remark such as, “For 
th’ luvva Mike can’t ya hold 
your face still?”’, or “How’n 
h— do ya expect me to get a 
decent picture if ya don’t hold 
still?” will usually render the 
patient docile and the work can 
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then be finished without annoy- 
ance to the dentist. 

An article of this nature

ing, and to enable anyone with 
a little imagination to read be- 
tween the lines and work out 
the finer details as best suits his 
individual environment and re- 
quirements.

No Need for Impatience 


Editor OrAL HYGIENE: 

I cannot allow to pass without comment, the article appearing 
in the August issue of Orat HyGIENE by Dr, Joseph F. Kauft- 
mann, on the topic, ““Teaching Folks to Avoid Dentistry.” 


_ In the paper referred to, your contributor has taken too 
pessimistic a stand on the progress of dentistry and its relationship 
to society. My friend, Dr. Kauffmann, says that he has facts back 
of his complaint that the dental profession has failed in its duty 
towards the public it serves, and that he can prove his case. If the 
doctor has the proof, let him present it in the columns of OraL 
HYGIENE, and I am sure that you will be only too glad to give 
it publicity. 

There is no need to show too much impatience at the progress 
of dentistry because the problems confronting us are not only 
difficult but are constantly assuming variable aspects. The calibre 
of men who are practicing dentistry today, is not one whit inferior 
tc that in the medical profession. If dentistry has not solved its 
problems, it is because they are problems which are very difficult 
to solve. Medicine has numerous problems, which are far from 
‘solution. Society is not casting aside the aid which medicine has 
to offer; on the contrary, it is taking full advantage of the con- 
stant improvements in medical practice. Just as a child learns to 
walk after a career of stumbling and tottering, so is dentistry

Great Britain 


It has been pointed out very per- 
sistently during the first months of 
this year that the demand for den- 
tistry in the British Isles is on the 
decrease, a fact which, by the way, 
has been reported as evident also in 
Australia. While the eventual and 
ultimate goal of dentists and dental 
hygienists is logically the disappear- 
ance, in the very dim future, of all 
dentistry as such, it seems more 
than premature to lay the generally 
admitted ebbing away of patients 
from the English dental offices at 
the door of the dawn of victory 
over dental disease, quite especially 
when we keep in mind the undeni- 
able truth that dental afflictions the 
world over are rather on the in- 
crease, in spite of what has been 
accomplished in the way of enlight- 
ening the people and helping them 
to some more or less rational mouth 
hygiene. 

The Dental Surgeon of May 9th, 
1925, holds that “the explanations— 
general bad trade and the poverty 
of the working classes—is not com- 
plete. The fact remains that the 
middle classes, from which the den- 
tist should obtain a steady flow of 
patients, are spending millions on 
wireless sets and Morris-Cowleys, 
and are forsaking the dentist.” 

A similar view is expressed, in a 
more forceful manner even, by The 
Ivory Cross Journal in its leading 
article for March, 1925, where it 
says: “The reaction from the war 
has created a passion for pleasure, 
to which numbers of people sacri- 
fice all that formerly was consid- 
ered the elementary decencies of life 
Men will live in poky 
little flats, and eat the scrappiest of

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meals; their wives will do the 
housework, and reduce the standard 
of living to the proverbial ‘oile 
drag,’ and all in order that they 
may relieve the monotony of our 
hard times by amusement, healthy 
perhaps, but by no means essential. 
The home is run almost penuriously, 
but there is money for the little two- 
seater, the round of golf, the dance 
teas and dinners, which make pen- 
ury tolerable. Such things as the 
regular visit to the dentist are 
pushed away with the old-fashioned 
instinct to solidify the home, to cre- 
ate a family, to leave the inherit- 
ance a little larger than it was 
when received. With the uncer- 
tainty of all things which prevails, 
it would be a bold moralist who re- 
fused to find an excuse for such a 
life, but the fact remains that it 
exists, not only among the young, 
where it might be expected, but 
continuing in men of more than 
middle-age; and the reaction is felt 
among those who, under other con- 
ditions, would draw a living from 
money which is given to pleasure.” 

The Dental Science Journal of 
Australia (of July, 1925), from 
which the above notes were culled, 
remarks that “so far as dentistry is 
concerned, it is, of course, very un- 
satisfactory to the individual mem- 
bers- of the profession that even a 
section of the public should prefer 
to neglect their teeth and _ thus 
prejudice their bodily health, but 
there would appear to be no way of 
overcoming the tendency other than 
by persistent propaganda in the di- 
rection of showing the direct rela- 
tion which the teeth have on their 
general health.” 

The complexion put upon the situ- 
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ation by F. A. W. in the» August, 
1925, issue of The Western Dental 
Bulletin ‘is original and interesting 
enough to justify our quoting it at 
length, particularly when we re- 
member the long-drawn-out and 
bitter fight which the qualified den- 
tists have waged in England against 
the “quacks” and won finally in 
1921: 

“The Dean of Windsor,” says F. 
A. W., “in his address to the dele- 
gates attending the British Adver- 
tising Convention, said: ‘Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature. This was the 
gospel which justified the principles 
of the modern insistence on public- 
ity. If we know that something is 
good and true, we are bound to see 
it propagated.’ 

“And this is the test which justi- 
fies dental propaganda. 

“To the business mind, propa- 
ganda and publicity have but one 
meaning — advertisement, and ad- 
vertisement on the intensive scale. 
Sir George Newman, K. C. B., Min- 
istry of Health, at a conference be- 
tween the Dental Health Propa- 
ganda Committee of the Dental 
Board of the United Kingdom and 
the representatives of various bodies 
interested in the education of the 
public in oral hygiene, desired to 
emphasize the word education rather 
than propaganda. He thought there 
was a difference, and it was desir- 
able to concentrate on the former 
rather than the latter. 

“Looking backward, through 
glasses which magnify slightly, what 
do we visualize in the years preced- 
ing passing of the 1921 Act? Hand- 
somely painted shop fronts, brilliant 
electric lighting effects, enormous 
gilded lettering and palatial prem- 
ises which fascinated the people, 
and day and night called attention 
to the fact that their teeth needed 
treatment; while the showers of se- 
ductively worded brochures and cir- 
culars scattered broadcast over the 
country by both mail and messenger, 
served as a constant reminder that 
teeth decay, and that no one save 
the advertising dentist could alle- 
viate the pangs of toothache, by 


reason of his marvelous methods 
and painless dentistry! 

“All this has ceased; the voice of 
the dental advertising charmer is 
silent in the land; the red and gold 
which once decorated, or disfigured, 
the front of his premises has van- 
ished. The elaborate showcases, 
with their marvelous arrangement 
of colored electric globes and their 
amazing variety of highly finished 
dentures, are no longer visible; 
while the dental literature which 
served as a constant reminder of 
oral troubles no more issues from 
the printing presses of the country. 

“It will be apparent to the man 
who thinks that this solemn hush, 
after the bustle and publicity of so 
many past years, must of necessity 
have caused a reaction—and it has. 
Is it to the good—or otherwise? 
The extremely ethically minded will 
at once say—‘all to the good.’ 

“May we suggest that there are 
two sides to every question? In no 
instance is this more apparent than 
in this vital subject of dental ad- 
vertising. 

“The publicity of the old days,, 
we are bound to confess, had some 
advantages, for it undoubtedly 
brought home to the lay mind the 
necessity for dental treatment; now, 
with changed conditions, the crying 
dental needs of the nation still ob- 
tain, and a boom of constant un- 
remitting propaganda work, day in 
and day out, is from all points of 
view the one thing imperatively 
necessary. 

“The dental advertising man of 
yesterday is complaining bitterly 
that, owing to the cessation of ac- 
tivities in his advertising, his prac- | 
tice has depreciated to such an ex- 
tent that it barely gives him a liv- 
ing. The ethically minded practi- 
tioner must also be in somewhat 
similar straits, and is apt to wonder 
why; for it can hardly be gainsaid 
that the publicity paid for and pro- 
mulgated by the advertising prac- 4 
titioner must have been, to a smaller 
or greater degree of benefit to the 
qualified man. We must admit this, 
though deprecating at the same * 
time the methods used. 
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“Where do we stand today? 

“A Propaganda Sub-Committee 
has been formed, and the British 
Dental Journal, in a recent edi- 
torial, sums up the situation 4&s fol- 
lows: “That is what one comes back 
to: how to make the public aware 
of its own needs. A well-thought- 
out plan, if not actually organized 
by the Ministry of Health, yet di- 
rectly under its aegis: a plan of 
action elastic enough to adapt itself 
to the requirements of different sec- 
tions of the community—industrial 
agricultural, and so on; a plan nec- 
essarily bound up with the Board 
of Education in that department.de- 
voted to the physical well-being of 
the child; an avoidance of move- 
ments that clash or overlap; a co- 
ordinated plan linking together in 
one comprehensive scheme a whole 
range of methods, from the news- 
paper or wireless pronouncement to 
the concrete object lesson provided 
by statistics—showing vastly im- 
proved school attendance, and thou- 
sands of pounds saved by Friendly 
Societies—something of this kind, 
we believe, may be worked out by 
the committee entrusted by the 
board with the task. Such a plan 
it may take some time to develop, 
and we venture to think that it is 
more likely to meet with acceptance 
and success if it is not sought in the 
first instance to cover all the ground 
over which the campaign may ulti- 
mately be waged!’ 

“We are also given to under- 
stand that the Dental Board, as the 
result of the deliberations of the 
sub-committee mentioned above, 
have voted a sum of £4,000 for this 
year, and £5,000 annually, for the 
purposes of dental propaganda— 
sums unexpended in any one year 
to be carried in reserve. This sum 
seems to be inadequate; in the old 
days it is not improbable that some 
of the larger advertising dental con- 
cerns spent this amount on their in- 
dividual publicity campaigns. In 
our minds, there is no doubt the 
sum allocated by the Dental Board 
will require to be augmented from 
other sources, and we would im- 
press on all those interested in the 





betterment of dental health the 
need for their practical and moral 
support of the fund when occasion 
arises.” 


Sweden 


Sveriges Tandlikare-Forbunds 
Tidning prints in its No. 2, 1925, 
two popular articles on the teeth 
and oral hygiene written by S. 
Karlstrom and Walter Stangenberg. 
These are the result of an under- 
taking started by the Swedish Den- 
tal Association in September, 1922. 
The pamphlets are meant for dis- 
tribution for purposes of dental 
propaganda, but no definite ar- 
rangements as to the modus oper- 
andi can be found in the resolutions 
by the two dental societies of 
Sweden. Both have opened a new 
prize of 1,000 kroner for the best 
propaganda article on oral hygiene. 


France 


In the November issue of ORAL 
HYGIENE we have referred to the 
plea by Dr. Mussat for a broader 
view in the education of patients, 
as well as to Dr. Barail’s article on 
the toothbrush in the schools pub- 
lished in a Paris daily. While the 
necessity for an instruction of. the 
people in the precepts of oral hy- 
giene and in the dangers of its 
neglect is well recognized through- 
out the country, there is still very 
little accomplishment. in what is 
being done, and the press of the 
Gallic countries prefers rather to 
joke about anything connected with 
dentistry than to put a serious ef- 
fort behind the surely well-meant 
educational efforts of the dental 
profession. 

A write-up in the Annales Poli- 
tiques et Littéraires of March 15, 
1925, is particularly interesting for 
us, since it largely treats of the 
Tooth Day observed in this coun- 
try. Jean Bastia expresses himself 
thus: “The United States have just 
been celebrating Tooth Day. On 
that day boys and girls parade the 
streets, armed with gigantic tooth- 
brushes, reminding everybody that 
it is good hygiene to keep the ivory 
tools clean which Nature has placed 
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in our mouths for the necessities of 
nutrition, the attractiveness of the 
smile, and the tearing to pieces of 
our friends’ reputations. 

“But America is, above all, the 
land of gold teeth—those golden 
teeth which give so much value to 
the smile. 

“Their surgeons, great virtuosos 
of the lever, kings of the forceps, 
pull willingly the vulnerable ivory 
in order to replace it with the in- 
alterable metal. To live happily, as 
somebody said, one needs what ?— 
A little gold in the teeth, * * * 

“To come back to the Tooth Day 
of the Americans, it would be de- 
plorable if such a day were cele- 
brated in this country. One must 
beware of the solemnities. Lots of 
people, it is true, are celebrating all 
the feasts according to the ritual: 
they kiss on New Year’s Day, are 
jolly on the Mardi Gras, malicious 
on All Fools’ Day, patriotic on the 
Fourteenth of July, religious on 
All Saints’ Day, and drunk every 
Christmas Day; but, besides these 
fixed dates, they hold no manifesta- 
tions whatever. 

“If one were to institute in France 
the Tooth Day, these people would 
brush their teeth only once every 
365 days. And that is not enough.” 

The skit winds up with a slam at 
bootlegging in America 4 propos of 
dentifrices. 

Such literature is 
amusing enough to be read, but 
runs very much counter to the seri- 
ous efforts made by the dental pro- 
fession. The untruths contained in 
such writings about the United 
States might leave us cold were it 
not for the fact that reprints by the 
Revue Belge de Stomatologie and 
La Semaine Dentaire are meant for 
the perusal of dentists, yet are never 
followed by a truthful resumé of 
the very real achievements in oral 
hygiene work in this country. We 
refer back to the criticism by those 
same Gallic countries of the Minne- 
apolis Dental Week (see November, 


undoubtedly —

1924, ORAL HYGIENE), and rather 
thought at the time it would lead to 
a repartee from some authority jn 
this country. 

While it may not be our immedi- 
ate concern how far foreign peoples 
are being enlightened in questions 
of oral hygiene, the way in which 
the foreign dental professions are 
influenced in their mental attitude 
towards American dentistry seems 
to us to be of vital import to us, 
since it affects our dental trade 
abroad as well; and any deprecia- 
tion of our trade is bound to affect 
also unfavorably the dental profes- 
sion. 

That the French dentists are 
striving honestly to do something in 
the way of getting an oral hygiene 
movement going in their country is 
evidenced by efforts such as the 
publication of popular pamphlets by 
Dr. L. Motte, of La Rochelle, re- 
viewed in .La Presse Dentaire 
(June, 1925), although their style 
and layout may be questionable. 
More practical in his suggestions is 
Ch.-L. Quincerot, who, in La Se- 
maine Dentaire (No. 26, 1925), asks 
the manufacturers of dentifrices to 
distribute samples of their prod- 
ucts among dental clinics, hospitals, 
schools, ete., not only because it 
would be the very best advertise- 
ment for them, but also because it 
would-serve best to induce the peo- 
ple to start oral and dental hygiene. 


If the space devoted to this de- 
partment has been taken up en- 
tirely with notes on oral hygiene, 
propaganda in England, Sweden 
and France, it was done for the 
purpose of showing how these 
countries are grappling with the 
problem unsuccessfully because they 
are striving after general measures 
before the proper foundations have 
been laid in the profession itself; 
also for the purpose of showing, by 
contrast, how very much more has 
been achieved in this country, both 
by individual and organized effort. 
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meeting in Atlantic 
City is greatly to be regretted. 
Although this section has func- 
’ tioned for about forty years, its 
abolition has in no way affected 
the rapid development of stoma- 
| tological activities in the United 
States. 

Because of the discontinuance 
| of the A. M. A. section, it leaves 
‘the American Stomatological 





Association as the only medical 
association which represents 
‘ stomatological science in the 
United States. The Section of 
Stomatology of the A. M. A. 
‘was a member of the Association 
Stomatologique Internationale 
(A. S. I.) and thus had repre- 
sentation on the International 
Council.

Hand Atlas of Clinical 
Anatomy 
By Eycleshymer and Jones 


URING the War a very 

remarkable manual on 
surgical anatomy was issued by 
Lea & Febiger and nearly all 
of those who had the good for- 
tune to secure one of them said 
they wished there could be an- 
other printing. 

This manual was the work 
of Dr. A. C. Eycleshymer, Dean 
‘of the College of Medicine and 
Director of the Department of 
Anatomy, University of Illinois, 
in connection with Tom Jones, 
anatomical artist, who is direc- 
tor of anatomical illustration 
and instructor of anatomy at 
the College of Medicine, Uni- 
versity of. Illinois. 

Fortunately Lea & Febiger 
have produced a second edition, 
by these same authors, which is 
divided into four parts: the 
head and neck, the thorax, ab- 
domen and pelvis, the upper ex- 
tremity and the lower extremity 
and in addition it embraces fe- 
male surgical anatomy which 














was left out of the previous 
edition. 

Tom Jones is one of the clev- 
erest, if not the cleverest, ana- 
tomical illustrator in America, 
and, in addition, he knows an- 


atomy. 
During all of the years of 
anatomical illystration it has 


been customary for the physician 
to get all the credit and glory 
and for the illustrator to have 
no mention. I realized this quite 
keenly because I paid my own 
way through medicine and den- 
tistry by illustrating medical 
books and making anatomical 
books and models. 

Such a thing as an artist in 
those days being allowed any 
credit was totally unheard of 
and unthought of and it was with 
lively satisfaction that I saw 
this joint work of the artist and 
the anatomist—for how in the 
world could we have even a 
semblance of a work upon an- 
atomy without illustrations? 

The drawings in this book 
are of the very highest type of 
art and their anatomical accu- 
racy has not been surpassed. 
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Many of the same pictures are 
in the new book that were in 
the Military Manual and there 
are hundreds of others that .were 
not in the previous edition. 

‘There is only one drawback 
and that is that somebody has 
insisted: upon naming the ana- 
tomical’ structures with some 
more or less excellent eatin 
names. 

This book is sneehded to re- 
fresh the mind of the practical 
anatomist, that is, the surgeon, 
and as such the little exercise in 
digging up his long-vanished 
Latin is not so good. 

It is sincerely to be hoped 
that eventually another edition 
will be issued in which the 
Anglicized names will be given 
and in the back where the pres- 
ent introductory jndex is located 
the Latin names could be given 
for those who desire to use them. 

On the whole the book is in- 
valuable to anyone who has oc- 
casion to refresh his memory 
upon human anatomy from the 
Operative standpoint. 


A Real Root Canal Study 


M. WOOD & CO., of 
New York have just pub- 
lished a work upon the “An- 
atomy of the Root Canals” of 
the teeth of the permanent den- 
tition and the anatomy of the 
root canals of the deciduous 
dentition including the first per- 
manent molars, by Dr. Walter 
Hess and Dr. Ernst Zurcher, 
both of the University of 
Zurich. 
This is rather a large order 
for a very small and compact 


— 


book, which has within its covers 
some of the most revolutionary 
information ‘that has yet ap- 
peared upon the subject of root 
canals. 

These two experimenters have 
divided the book between the 
root. canals. of the permanent 
dentition and the root canals of 
the deciduous dentition. 

Dr. Hess made a long series 
of experiments in his effort to 
find some method of preserving 
for study the exact shape, size 
and relationship of.the pulp and 
its various branches. He finally 
discovered a method of dissolv- 
ing the pulp chemically from 
the tooth and then vulcanizing 
rubber into the canal finally dis- 
solving away the tooth sub- 
stance, which left him his rub- 
ber model an exact duplicate of 
the size and shape of the in- 
terior of the canals. | 

The book is, of course, pro- 
fusely illustrated and those who 
will study the ramifications of 
these root.canals will, I am sure, 
give up all hope of successfully 
filling more than 10 per cent 
of the most favorable cases. 

The study of the pulp of the 
temporary teeth by Dr. Zurcher 
is almost a pioneer effort. The 
conclusions that he reaches in 
regard to the first permanent 
molar is of more than usual in- 
terest in that he states that the 
first permanent molar is actu- 
ally a part of the temporary 
dentition which has become 
more highly developed, and 
takes its place as a sort of a 
laision between the temporary 
and permanent dentition. 

This would explain many of 
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the difficulties we have had in 
preserving this tooth. 

The book is well worth a 
careful consideration, both by 
those who believe they can_fill 
a root canal. and by those who 
believe they cannot. The -pic- 
tures alone will settle many of 
the controversies that have 
raged over this subject for the 
last few years. 


A Biography of Fonzi 
EA & FEBIGER of Phila- 
delphia have published a 
hiography of Giuseppangelo 
Fonzi, by Dr. Vincenso Guerin, 
who was a surgeon-dentist of 
Naples, Italy, dentist by ap- 
pointment to the Royal House 
of Italy, University of Naples, 
and the author of many odonto- 
logical works. 
The story of Fonzi’s life is 
extremely interesting. He was 
born in 1768 and accomplished 


a great deal for his profession; 
in fact, it is rather surprising: to 
know that at that early date 
the practice of dentistry was as 
important a factor in the court 
life of the European kingdoms, 
as Dr. Fonzi made it.

CHAPTER II—PERIODONTOCLASIA 


From this we pass to consider the more serious 
toxic activities in the digestive tract, of which 
ptomdin toxemia is a good example. In such cases 
a degree of stomatitis starts up, the severity and 
symptomatology of which is dependent upon the 
nature and activity of the toxins.

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TRENCH MOUTH 


CASE HISTORY No. 936
